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71. Ample supplies of pork are insured by the AAA which secks to double the 
average corn reserve. 

72. About three times as many automobiles were sold in farm states in 1937 as 
were sold in 1932. Farm cash income in 1937 was twice as big as income in 1932, 
75. For every 100 tons of fertilizers farmers bought in 1932 they bought 189 
tons in 1937. During this same period in the fertilizer industry payrolls in- 
creased 11% and employment 64%. 

74. Hnough wheat to take care of all needs even in drought years is insured by 
AAA's ever normal granary. 

75. I see from a test at one of the Agriculturel Experiment Stations that lime 
and phosphate increased grass yiclds 200%. 

76. On my neighbor's farm a terrace a half mile long caught and held 18,500 
gellons of water after a single rain. 

77. My neighbor says when he improved his pasture the cost of his barn feed per 
hundred pounds of milk dropped to about half. 

78. When sweet clover yielding about 2 tons per acre is plowed under the cquiva- 
lent of about 530 pounds of nitrate of soda and about 3000 pounds of good organic 
matter is added to the soil. 

79. Wheat crop insurance looks mighty good to any farmer in bad years. This 
insurance protects farmers against all unavoidable crop losses. 


80. Most farmers find they can make their woodlands pay bigger dividends by 


following AAA practices. 
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
